SWINDLER POPOW's ACCOUNT OF 
HIMSELF. 
1s HE A NIWINIST? 

At the Criminal Sessions this morning, 
lefore Obief Justice Russell, Court, Charles 
Popow was charged with’ cbtaining tho 
sun of $260 from Mrd, F. Webher, svlici- 
tor, on falae preteoces.

Tho Prisoner—On the strength of that 
statement I plead guilty, 

His Lordship—-You plead guilty, 

The Prisoner—Yes, if that man is ready 
to awear that he saw me on the 138th Das 
cember in Bangkok.

J. Leach)—I think I ought to state to your 
Lordebip that I don’t know whether this 
man is in the Colony or not.

SCBEME.

Sra,—As the Governor is most desirous 
that there should ha no mianndarstanding 
with regard to the important letter which I 
addressed to youon the 16th instant, His 
Excellency has directed me to request that 
you, will substitute thy following for the drd 
paragraph, which, owing to condensation of 
matter and insertion uf words at the last 
moment, has inadvertently become some- 
what obscure. This will wake tho num- 
bering of the last paragraph 6 (six) instead 
of 4 (four), The seugo is in nv way al- 
tered. P . 

‘ With reference to this latter suggestion 
it is necvseary to tememher that the Go- 
vernment share of the reclamation is wholly 
for the public Loncfit, So that in order to 
arrive at the amount to be paid in respect 
of private piers, there will require to be 
deducted from the tutul of a fair compen- 
sation aaum bearing the same proportion 
to it ns the Government share bears to the 
whole reclamation. ° 

4. There is. however, another considera- 
tion cognate to thase which have induced 
the view uf the Secretary of State on this 
point, viz., with referonce to the wharves 
and piers belonging to the public which will 
require to be removed in conaequeace of 
the proposed reclamation. The construc- 
tions in questiun are :—Pedder's Wharf, 
-Marray Pier. Pottinger Street Pier, Nam 
Pak Bong Pier and the Harbour Master's 
Pier; and it seems to the Governor that in 
respect of these the case for compensation 
{which by i-advertence was not enbmitted 
to the Secrotary of State) is even stronger 
than that in respect of the privately-owned 
piers. » 

& Including for this reason all the 
wharves and piers both public and private, 
the Governor understands that the mazi- 
mum sin required as compensation for 
them is $180,100, it being impossible to 
obtain more approximate figurea f-r soma 
weeks. Taking, howsver, the above marzi- 
mum, and adding to it the $40,000 fur the 
inereased width ef. Praya, the total of 
:$220,000 is obtained, an amount which re- 
(presenta 194 cents per foot of the private 
portion of the reclamation, or four per cent, 
of tho profit which according to the lowest 
gatimate will be derived from the project 
by the frontage lot-ownors.’

Constitution, We jor Our 
succovssnra’ shall ospume- the. initiative 
right, and submit a project for the same to 
tho Imperial.Diet, The : Imperial’: Diet 
aboll piss its vote upon-it, accordiny to’the 
ovnditions impused by~ the present. Con- 
stitution, and in no otherwise shall’ Our 
descendants or Our subjects be permitted 
to attempt any alteration thereof. ~

4 BYNOPSIS OF THE CONSTITUTION. - 


Tho Japan Mai! says :—The long-lookéd. 
for® Constitution. was‘ promulgated yester-| 
day amid general. rejuicings” His ‘ajesty 
the Ewperor, having evtorn a solemn oath 
in the Imperial. Bunotuary to’ maintain 
and secure frorm decline the ancient form of 

overnnent,’ and ‘never at’ this time nor 
in the future: to fail to bs an example, to 
His subjects in the observance of ‘the laws 
hereby established,’ ‘tuk “hig. place on tha 


approved by that body, they become in 
valid. While, however, handing over hig 
law-making function to parliament, the 
Emperor resorves tu himéolf the function 
of issuing, or causing to be iamcd, the 
ordinances necessaty for carrying ont the 
laws, or ‘for the maintenance of public 
peace and order: Ho also determines the 
organization. of tho different. branches uf 
the ndministration, appoints and’ dismisses 
all officials and fixes their salorics, His 
Mnujesty has further.tha supreme command 
of thé’Army and Navy ; determines their 
organization and peace standing ; bas the 
power of making war, peaco, and treatios ; 
coufers titles of nobility, rank, and other 
marke of bonour, -and orders anmmeaties, 
pardone,: commutations of punishments, 
and se forth. - 

In contradisinction to theso Imperial 
prorogatives we have the rights of the sub- 
ject, Be is free to change his abode at 
will; ho ‘cannot be arrested, detained, 
tried, or punished except according to law; 
he cannot be deprived of being tried by 
lawful judges ; his house cannot be entered 
or searched without bis consent, except. in 
cases provided by law; hie lettera are i 
viulably xecret within similar limits ; bis 
right of pruperty is ancrad ; ho is entitled 
tn freedom of religion, of public meeting, 
of speech, and of association, but religious 
freedom must nut be oxercised in a mat 
ner projud cial ta peace or order, ora 
tazonistic to hia duties as a subject, ne 
ther must freedom of spoeth and public 
meoting tranegreas the limits fixed by 
ar, : 

Passing from these general propositions 
ag tu the prerayatives of the ruler and the 
rights of the ruled, we come to the parlin- 
mentary system. It is bicameral, the 
House of Peors and’ tho Houas of Repro- 
sentatives constiluting the Imperial Diet. 
The Upper House is partly elective ; partly 
hereditary, aud partly nowiuated. The 
hereditary portion cumprises members of 
the Imperial Family, Princes, and Mar- 
quiscs. Tho elective portion comprides 
both noblemen and commoners. The noble- 
mon sre Counts, Viscounts, and Barons, 
clected by the members of their respective 
orders, in numbera not exceeding one-fifth 
of the numbers of those ordera, The cum 
monera are chosen by Cities and Prefec- 
tures—one by cach—from among the high- 
est tax-payers, provided that thy Emperor 
afterwards approves the persons thuselect- 
ed, Finally, the nominated portion ofthe 
House comprises persons nominated by 
his Majesty on acconnt of moritorions ser- 


vices (o the State, or of erudition, These 
Imperial nominees are life members, where- 
as the clected members sit for seven years 
oily, which is also the poriod of the Upper 
House. It ia laid down that the nambor 
of Imperjat nominees, together with those 
elected by ities and Prefectnres, ‘shall 
never exceed thy number of nobles in the 
House, 

The Lower House, or House of Repre- 
sentatives, consiate of threo handred mam- 
bers, elected. by ballot in districta fixed by 
a supplementary law. The qualifications 
of eligibility are that the candidate shall 
bo of the full aga of thirty; that he shall 
have been paying direct national taxcs tu 
an amount of not less than fifteen yen an- 
nually for a period of at least one year pro- 
viously to the date of makingout the electo- 
ral list, and that he shall have been paying 
income: tax for a* period of not less than 
threo yeurs. Certain officials are © not 
cligible, neither are vfticers of the Army 
or Navy in active service, or temporarily 
tetired from active servica. Aa for’ the 
persons upon whom the suffrage is confer- 
red, they must by twonty-five years of age ; 
they must be residing permanently in. the. 
district where they vote; they must have 
been in residence there for.at least a yea 
previously tv their registration as electors, 
and they. mus® satisfy .the.:sama,conditions 
in respect of taxution a3 the persons eli- 
gible for election. A member sits for four 

eara, which is also the period of the 

jouae’s life, There is to be one session 
annually, and its duration is fixed at three 
months, but in case of necessity this term 
may be prolonged, or an oxtraordinary 
session may be convoked, 

In_addition to ity legislative functiona 
the Divt is also to discusa and vote the 
Budget, and any oxpenditate made in 
exceas of this duly-vated Budget must 
be aubseqnently. approved by the’ Dict. | 
Thereare, however, certain restrictions in 
this seotion, .Thus the expenditure of the 
Imperial Honsehold, as at present fixed, is 
not to be anbject to parliamentary. sanc- 
tion, and any expanditures ivourred in the 
exorcise of the powors reserved to the En- 
peror, or any that ‘may have arisen by the 
effect. of law’ or that ‘appertain. to the 
legal obligations, of the Government,’ can 
neither: be rejected. nor reduced by the 
‘Diet without the cononrrence of tha Go- 
vernment..
